Retail Shops Expect No 
‘Famine’ This Week if 
Buying Wave Is 
Averted. 


Cattle receipts, which rose yes- 
terday at National Stock Yards 
and caused considerable optimism 
that the beef shortage might ease — 


‘off, dropped again today. Retail- 
'ers said, however, that they an- 


ticipated no beef “famine” and 
that barring a buying wave, the 
supply could nearly meet the de- 
mand during the rest of the week. 

One thousand head of cattle 
reached market on the East Side 
today, compared with 2000 yester- 
day. Today receipts were less 
than half the normal shipments 
for Wednesday. \ 

Receipts of 4400- head during 
the first three days of this week 


were an improvement over the 
total of 3938 for the first three 
days of last week, but down 
‘Sharply when compared with the 
similar three-day period a year 

In that period receipts 
were 7920. 

A spokesman for the Producer’s 
Livestock Marketing Association 
said that the market here “seems 
to be dragging its feet” when re~ 
ceipts are compared with those of 
some of the other western mark- 
ets. He pointed out that Chicago 
and Omaha each had receipts of 
8000 head of cattle today and 
Sioux City. had 6000. 

Across the nation there were 
substantial shipments of cattle to 
the 12 major stockvards. The 
shipments totaled. 33,200 head— 
a 50 per cent increase over the 
22,026 shipped a week ago. A 
year ago today the 12 markets 
handled 34,138 head. 

The spokesman for the live- 
stock marketing association said 
that for the next 30 days there 
will be a shortage of beef espe- 
cially in the top grades and that 
the over-all supply will be short 
of consumer demand. 

He said, however, that a moder- 
ate increases in the cattle supply 
could be expected which will be 
augmented by the arrival of grass- 
fed cattle at market this summer. 

In Washington, Price Stabilizer 
Michael V. DiSalle said he was 
“very happy” at the volume of 
shipments to the major stock- 
yards. However, DiSalle cau- 
tioned that this does not neces- 
sarily mean a break in the beef 
situation. Meanwhile, the Govern- 
ment today extended for one 
week—until June 25—the date for 
retailers of regular beef to post 
ceiling price: charts in their 
stores.

BRENTWOOD. BOARD APPROVES

Salaries of nine Brentwood 
firemen, including the chief and 
assistant chief, and six police- 
men were increased last night by 
the board of aldermen, Rises are 
effective immediately.

DUESSELDORF, Germany, 
June 13 (AP)—Ruhr industrialists 
say the Allies are forcing them 
to export so much coal they are 
forced to buy back their own fuel 
—at almost three times the orig- 
inal—to run their plants.

Much of it, they assert, comes out 
of the pockets of the American 


taxpayer. 

American officials privately ad- 
mit the Germans have a point. 

“Their coal exports are pretty 
high,” one leading United States 
official said. “Something will have 
have to give soon.” 

He also agreed the Germans 
should be allowed to charge more 
for their coal. 

Six-Nation Order. 


A West German government 
spokesman said yesterday that 
coal exports must be slashed if 
the people are to be kept warm 
‘and trains are to run next winter. 
He said the Bonn cabinet is draw- 
| ing up a memorandum to the 
Western allies calling for a re- 
duction in coal exports. 

Here’s how the Germans de- 
scribe their plight: 

Every three months 6,200,000 
tons of Ruhr coal must be shipped 
to other European countries at a 
fixed price of 43 marks ($10.23) 
a ton.

RUSSIANS BLOCK 
EXPORT SHIPMENTS 
OF WEST BERLIN 


BERLIN, June 13 (AP)—Ignor- 
ing Allied protests, the Russians 
turned back hundreds of West 
Berlin export shipments today in 
a move which threatened to be- 
come an economic blockade of 
this Soviet-surrounded city. 

Western Allied officials talked 
of shutting off vital supplies to

CHURCHILL FORCES 
31-HOUR SESSION,

LONDON, June 13 (UP)—Win-

Still Needed for Schools 

Tuesday night’s school board meeting sounded 
like old times. H. M. Stolar, a member of the 
board, wanted to know why $676,451 in 
“emergency” purchases. had been made by 
former Supply Commissioner A. K. Nushan 
and Building Commissioner V. Harry Rhodes. 
And“his demand for an investigation drew some 

bitter words. 

Mr. Stolar himself confessed that he had no 
knowledge that these purchases were not regu- 
lar. Nevertheless, it would seem that formal 
bids would have been obtained in connection 
with outlays of this amount had school business 
been as well conducted as it might have been. 

So, the incident puts new emphasis on the de- 
sirability of introducing the unit system of ad- 
ministering school board affairs. Under this 
system, authority would not be divided among 
a group of more or less independent depart- 
ment heads. Things would be in charge of a 
single superintendent, and there would be less 
excuse for “emergencies.” 

The unit system, however, is the one major 
school reform still lacking in St. Louis. This 
in spite of the fact that it has been frequently 
recommended in recent years. The Board of 
Education itself voted for the streamlining, but 
it cannot implement the decision without the 
permission of the Legislature. 

A reasonably satisfactory unit control bill 
was introduced in Jefferson City by State Sen- 
ator David Hess, but it is still stuck in the 
State Senate’s Education Committee. What is 
needed is a real effort for its adoption before 
the iegislators disband for the summer. And 
this effort will have to be made by the St. 

, Louis delegation in Jefferson City. 

Through the recommendations of their Citi- 
zens’ Committee, by increasing their school tax 
rate, and by authorizing a $17,230,000 bond is- 
sue, the people of St. Louis have shown that 
they are determined to bring the city’s public 
schools back to the high level on which they 
were so long conducted. The Legislature should 
not stand in the way of this effort. 

The unit system is a home rule matter for 
which the law-makers should clear the way. St. 
Louis needs it to bring to an end the lax busi- 
ness methods which are at the root of the latest 
school board flare-up.

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To Help Cure Men’s [Ils 


The Illinois Legislature is on the point of 
removing a completely unjustified impediment 
to curing men’s ills. The House and Senate 
have passed a bill designed to permit dog 
pounds to turn unclaimed animals over to med- 
ical schools and similar institutions for use in 
research. ; 

Now the measure needs only House concur- 
rencé in a Senate amendment assuring privately- 
operated animal shelters the right to continue 
to destroy dogs, if they choose, rather than turn 
them over to research institutions. 

That amendment is an undesirable sop to 
the strident little minority which claims that 
it is better to destroy dogs and let human be- 
ings die than to learn from carefully super- 
vised research with animals ways to prolong 
life and promote healing. But amendment or 
not, the measure should be passed speedily. 
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Unexpected Trouble 

The Japanese peace treaty which seemed just 
about cut and dried a month or two ago is 
again dissolving into a question mark. The 
trouble stems from the inability of the United 
States and Great Britain to agree on a for- 
mula for Chinese participation in the proposed 
settlement. 

That the United States should give a hand to 
Red China at this time is virtually out of the 
question. The British, on the other hand, are 
just as averse to letting Chiang Kai-shek have 
anything to say about the treaty. 

Indeed, the British Cabinet has even blocked 
the compromise worked out by John Foster 
Dulles and Foreign Secretary Herbert Morrison. 
Under this, it would have been left to Japan 
to decide, after signing the treaty, with which 
Chinese government it would deal. 

British public opinion strongly supports the 
Government’s policy toward Communist China 
as “a realistic and legalistic recognition of the 
facts of life,” according to The New York 
Times’ Raymond Daniell. He reports a wide- 
spread feeling that any Japanese treaty should 
reaffirm the Cairo Declaration’s promise of For- 
mosa to China. 

This difficulty with the British constitutes a 
new problem for American statesmanship. 
Agreement had been taken as a matter of 
course. Now Washington faces the alternatives 
of entering into a direct treaty with Japan on 
its own, or of new efforts: to reach an agree- 
ment with London. Ni, : 

The former course would saddle us with heavy 
and exclusive responsibilities in the Far East. 
It would greatly weaken our scheme of col- 
lective security in the Pacific. The second al- 
ternative brings up the question of whether 
we should try to force a politically unattractive 
course on the British Government. That would 
put a new strain on our chief alliance. 

No doubt, British-American relations will sur- 
vive a difference of views on China. They 
must. But the difficulty will not work itself 
out spontaneously. There will have to be new 
discussions. And, if necessary, the Japanese 
treaty will have to wait. 
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Two More Years of Decay? 


Decay must satisfy the soul of Representative 
W. D. Cruce, Republican floor leader in the 
Missouri House. He put through an amendment 
which may keep St. Louis from progressing 
with its plans for slum clearance. 

It was the old stalling technique which has 
become only too familiar at Jefferson City over 
the years, The amendment would require voters 
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lions in federal taxes paid by telephone users, 
since the taxes rise with the rates. -And it 
would mean an increase of 16 to 50 per cent 
in the cost of using telephones in the St. Louis 
area. 

Southwestern has added nearly four mil- 
lions to its original application, filed in Janu- 
ary, because of a new union contract for higher 
wages. The company also claims other costs 
and taxes have risen. It states that the pro- 
posed rate schedule would allow it a return 
of 6.5 per cent. . 

This brings up the whole problem of how to 
figure a fair return, and here Missouri policy 
is especially weak. For the company is per- 
mitted to include much of its large deprecia- 


tion reserve as investment, and the return is 


figured on this gross base. 

It is more reasonable to regard this depre- 
ciation reserve simply as funds put aside. to 
pay for plant devreciation, It does not involve 
any direct investment by anyone. And if rates 
are estimated on this enlarged base, then the 
telephone user is hit twice. He pays to permit 
setting aside the reserve, then he pays to per- 
mit a “fair” return on the same funds. 

It is about time the Missouri Public Service 
Commission figured a fair return on a fair base. 
That would be a net base minus the full de- 
preciation reserve. Oklahoma recently adopted 
this policy and granted Southwestern a return 
of 5.25 per cent on net investment. Yet what 
the company wants in Missouri amounts to 
about 7.8 per cent on net investment. 

Perhaps Southwestern Bell can justify part 
of the rate increase, but it can hardly justify 
the basis on which it seeks such soaring rates. 
This is particularly true because the company 


is owned by American Telephone & Telegraph . 


Co., and the Bell system is giving A. T. & T. 
record profits. These circumstances hardly war- 
rant a record rate increase. | 
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A Heroic Accomplishment 


Americans have just reason to be proud of 
the vigorous manner in which the United States 
has gone about the job of rebuilding what the 
Korean war has destroyed. Amid all the diffi- 
culties of fighting a war with sharply limited 
port and transportation facilities, the Army 
already has managed to pump into South Korea 
civilian relief supplies worth $112,000,000. 

Wisely, the Army has restricted the soup 
kitchen portion of its relief activities as much 
as possible, concentrating instead on bringing 
in the fertilizer with which the 20,000,000 Ko- 
rean civilian victims of the war can grow their 
own -rice and the cotton with which they can 
manufacture their own textiles. Whenever cir- 
cumstances permit, this approach to the relief 
problem is the one which ought to be followed. 

As Col. Louis H. Gosorn, chief of the inter- 
national branch of G-4, pointed out, supplying 
civilians produces direct.military benefits, since 
it reduces the need for civilians to steal Army 
supplies and holds down the threat of wide- 


spread epidemics behind our lines. The political 


fruits of keeping the South Korean economy 
alive are no less important. 
But probably most peopie will derive the 


- greatest satisfaction from this program from 


the ‘knowledge that the United States, with the 
assistance of other members of the United 
Nations and private relief organizations, has 
been able to prevent mass starvation among 
20,000,000 persons caught between two military 
juggernauts moving up and down a restricted 
peninsula. No matter what failures there may 
have been, such as the reported deaths by star- 
vation of 50,000 South Korean draftees because 
of neglect and embezzlement of funds and food 
by some South Korean army officials, that is an 
accomplishment of heroic proportions, 
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People Depend on a Library 

Libraries are called on to mean more and 
more to their patrons these days. How many 
St. Louisans know that their Public Library 
has shown atomic defense films to a combined 
audience of 7000 this year, in 75 separate show- 
ings? , : ee 

How many know the Library maintains a col- 
lection of prints of paintings, by the masters 
and moderns, from which it made more than 
16,000- loans last year? 

Such widely disparate services as bringing 
peace to the minds of its people, and protect- 
ing them from disaster, are the functions of a 
public library in the year 1951. 

Those are among the reasons why the library 
has such a valid claim for an increased income. 
It does not have enough to do with now—and 
in the eventful years immediately ahead it will 
unquestionably be called upon to do still more. 

St. Louis’s public library, serving the largest 
city in the state, is the poorest-financed in the 
state. It is limited to a tax of 6 cents on $100 
valuation, while Kansas City has a top of 10 
cents, and elsewhere the limit is even higher. 

The result is that St. Louis’s library can 
spend less than $1 per capita—whereas $1.50 
is figured as the bare minimum by the Ameri- 
can Library Association, and $3 as the amount 
required for really superior service. No other 
city among the first 10 in St. Louis’s population 
class spends so little for library services.

Historian objects to further support of Chiang Kai-shek as China 
lobby constantly demands; we spent three billions on corrupt regime 
without success; warns war with Red China would mean abandon- 
ment of both Asia and Europe to Soviet Russian imperialism. 


A Statement by Sherwood Eddy, Author and Former Y.M.C.A. Secretary

As my wife and I crossed Asia last 
year and Europe last summer, we found 
Korea to be the land of American mis- 
takes: (1) Gen. Hodge began the occu- 
pation of Korea with serious blunders.

Skipping a Grade 


By Angelo Patri 


ARENTS are usually very proud when the teacher says, 
P “We are going to let Johnny skip a grade. With a little 

help he can do it, we are sure.” 

A wise parent thinks twice about that, especially if the 
elass skipped is in the lower grades. Such grades are likely to 
be crowded and skipping a few children, the brightest ones, 
relieves the overcrowding. What is more important, however, 
than making room in the classroom is the effect the skipping 
will have on the child's future school career. 

The elementary grades are the most important of a child’s 
school life. In these grades he learns the fundamentals of the 
major subjects. Here he learns his tables, the processes of 
arithmetic, the art of reading from a printed page so as to get 
meaning from it, the skill of hand that allows him to write 
legibly, the mastery of his language powers that enable him 
to talk clearly, in consecutive sentences, and to write a clear, 
simple declarative sentence. These are no mean accomplish- 
ments and not easily acquired.

THE CHILD WHO skips a class loses a part of his funda- 
mental training in these important phases of his education. 
When he reaches the upper grades where speed is expected in 
the use of fundamentals and this child, having missed the ex- 
perience that might have made this response automatic, fum- 
bles, counts on his fingers, spells words as he reads, it is a 
terrible disadvantage. 

It is possible under certain circumstances that a pupil can 
skip a grade without loss because he has had the essential 
training and experience, knows the subjects and has acquired 
the skills the skipped grade offers. Only then is it safe to let 
the pupil make the extra grade. 

* * * 

WHEN A PUPIL is skipped, the school people have a 
duty to him in seeing that he is he'’ped to make up any work 
he may have lost. When a teacher is asked to telescope two 
grades into one term, she must be helped to organize the work 
so that none of it is lost and pupils’ future progress handi- 
capped by the omission. 

Children need time to grow. School is not merely a place 
for gathering information. A good teacher can teach an in- 
telligent child all the facts of a grade course in six weeks. 
The six months given for that work is time granted for physi- 
cal, mental and spiritual growth. That is what must be con- 
sidered when skipping a grade is under discussion.

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You Can Get Aleng With Your In-Laws _ 


Don't Forget You're an In-Law to Your In-Laws and Relationship Is What You Make It 


By Peggy Marcus 


S it true what they say about 
in-laws? I don’t think so, but 
you don’t have to take my word 
for it. Not long ago I completed 


scientists have long suspected: in- 
law relations are what you make 
them. 

Of course I didn’t draft any 
mothers-in-law to come to a lab- 
oratory and be quizzed on a psy- 
chiatrist’s couch. Yet I believe 
I was able to pile up some mas- 
sive evidence to answer certain 
questions that have plagued young 
marrieds since one short genera- 
tion after Adam married a girl 
named Eve. 

Do the majority of married 
couples really have trouble get- 
ting along with their in-laws? Is 
it true that mothers-in-law are 
more quarrelsome than fathers- 
in-law? How can you tell wheth- 
er your in-law relations are all 
they should be? And what can 
you do when you know they can 
stand improvement? 

I'll try to have the findings of 
my survey answer those ques- 
tions. ' 

The first thing to remember, if 
you don’t mind just @ paragraph 
or two of preaching, is that you 
can’t have in-laws without being 
an in-law. The whole problem is 
a two-way street and if you are 
having the troubles so generously 
dramatized by radio comedians, 
comic strip artists and the more 
imaginative backfence gossips it 
may be because you’ve never rea- 
lized that simple truism. 

Another common in-law “ail- 
ment” manifests itself by the “I- 
married-Jim-not-his-family” symp- 
tom. Don’t kid yourself. The 
whole family comes along with 
Jim. It’s a good thing they do 
because marriage studies show 
that marriages are happier when 
couples get both sets of in-laws 
on their side. 

You would think that in these 
days of searching investigations 
into almost anything, that the in- 
law problem would have been put 
under the microscope long ago. 
But when I got interested in the 
subject it turned out that most 
of the reliable literature is ex- 
tremely sketchy. Pretty much on 
my own, therefore, I selected a 
group of wives with a wide va- 
riety of backgrounds, all married 
1l years or less, all picked from 
the roster of Cornell University 
graduates. All received a 16-page 
questionnaire. 

The 79 completed forms that 
came back to me contained a few 
surprises. They showed, for in- 
stance, that only 6 per cent of the 
wives and 8 per cent of their hus- 
bands were on really bad terms 
with their in-laws. Fully 58 per” 
cent of the wives were well- 
adjusted to the husband’s parents 
and 68 per cent of the hus- 
bands were rated “good” in their 
adjustment to the wife’s parents. 
The remainder in both categories 
rated “fair.”

OW let’s get away from the 

figures and down to cases. The 

statistics I have just quoted are 
based on tabulating the answers 
of “good,” “fair” and “poor” to 
the following questions. Study 
these questions and see how you 
would rate yourself. 

1. Do you feel accepted by your 
in-laws? 

2. When you visit your parents 
or parents-in-law, do you visit 
alone or with your husband? Are 
these visits looked forward to 
with pleasure or a sense of duty 
or are they against your wishes? 

3. If distance limits your visits 
to your parents or in-laws, do you 
write them? Is this correspond- 
ence warm and chatty or routine? 
Is correspondence from your par- 
ents or in-laws directed to you or 
your husband alone or to both of 
you? 

4. How do you and your hus- 
band address your in-laws? Here 
are the answers that rated “good” 
for this question: personal titles, 
mother, father, mom, dad, pet 
names. These rated “fair”: im- 
personal: titles, Mr. and Mrs., 
grandma and grandpa only. Those 
rating “poor” avoided calling 
their in-laws by any name, at 
least as a form of address. 

There were some _ interesting 
comments on this question. “I 
feel real affection for my parents- 
in-law,” one young wife ex- 
plained, “but I find it hard to 
call any but my own parents 
‘mother’ and ‘father.’ A pet name 
suits us all.” 

Typical of those who were 
poorly adjusted was the wife who 
said: “Avoid naming. Impossible 
to break barrier and call them by 
anything but ‘er,’ ‘uh,’ or ‘say.’” 

5. Do you or your husband 
seek advice from your parents or 
parents-in-law? Do your parents 
or in-laws offer unasked advice? 
Do you or your husband accept 
it wholeheartedly? With reser- 
vations? Resentfully? Typical 
of answers from the well-adjust- 
ed were “Talk things over togeth- 
er but make our own decisions”

of the North-South resources. 

The bidding had guaranteed to 
North that South was extremely 
short in hearts, and West's three- 
diamond call had implied that 
South’s “outside” strength, what- 
ever it was, was in the club suit, 
where North had such excellent 
pport. 
Thus, North could not be 
blamed, when West failed to go 
one, over three spades, for put- 
ting South into a spade game. - 
From North’s point of view it 
certainly seemed that a one-trick 
penalty would be the limit, where- 
as there might be a fine play for 
the contract. 

Actually, even with the dia- 
mond ace and club queen off- 
side, South should have held the 
penalty to two tricks, which 
would not have been really cost- 
ly, but even after West showed 
the A-K of hearts and the spade 
ace, South still played West for 
the ace of diamonds. That mis- 
calculation resulted in the total 
loss of six tricks, for a net pen- 
alty of 400 points.
